Tbe act which is demanded of thu 
party majority would be, in our judg- 
ment, a great public crime. It will be, 
if consummated, one of the great polit- 
ical crimes in American history, to be 
classed with rebellion, with the attempt 
to take possession by fraud of the state 
government of Maine, aad with the 
overthrow of state governments in the 
south, of which it is the fitting sequence. 
Political parties have too often been 
led by partizan zeal into measures 
which sober judgment might disapprove, 
but they have ever respected the con- 
stitution of the senate.

Thus, while trying to 
work for her good, we were dragged be- 
fore the public with an hour's notice in a 
court-room and disgraced, by whom' Let 
the public answer We m«y hare erred, 
oat not intentionally.
